NATO was assured yesterday 
by Secretary of State Christian 
Herter that American defense 
forces will remain in Europe at 
present strength at least until 
the end of 1961. 

But he and Undersecretary C. 
Douglas Diilon told France and 
the other Allies the United States 
expects them to start carrying 
their fair share of he Western 
defense burden, informed sources 
stated.

Raps Landrum-Grittin Labor Law 


Declaring, ‘This (the Landrum- 
Griffin labor law) is the horse 
Kennedy hopes to ride into the 
White House next year,” Harry 
Bridges launched a fierce barrage 
at Jonn F. Kenn®dy, United States 
Senator from Massachusetts and 
Democratic presidential hopeful. 

Before an overtlow crowd at the 
Economics Colloquium held in the 
Sacramento State College Little 
Theater last Thursday, Bridges 
said: ‘The basis of the so-called 
labor bill is a deal between Ken 
nedy and Big Labor. 

“The fix is in for Kennedy in 
196,"" he maintained, ‘‘and 
Meany and Reuther will use Lane 
drum-Griffin to keep the entire 
AFL-CIO in line behind the presi- 
dential candidacy of the Massa- 
chusetts millionaire.” 

Bridges Objects 

After saying “I am a left-wing 
economist . . . I don’t have much 
faith in the profit system.” 
Bridges listed his six basic ob- 
jections to what he called ‘‘the 
Landrum-Griffin-Kennedy Labor 
Law.”
